MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The oversea imports during December were valued at £2,001,141, 

which shows a decrease of £351,023, or nearly 15 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the year 
1910 was £23,157,419, an increase of £2,296,435, or 11 per cent. over 
the corresponding figures for 1909. There were increases in most of 
the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, agricultural implements, 
boots and shoes, iron and steel, metal manufactures, tobacco, cigars, &c. 
‘ The oversea exports for December amounted to £3,881,470, being an 
increase of £360,795, or over 10 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the year there was an increase 
in the oversea exports of £5,992,652, or over 23 per cent., as compared 
with last year.

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney in December were valued.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net re- 
venue for the month was £1,876,348, or £690,916 more than in December 
of last year. During the six months ended 3lst December the revenue- 
was £7,657,909, being £817,319, or nearly 12 per cent., more than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year.

The expenditure during December was £949,487, an increase of 
£44,903, as compared with December of last year. During the six 
months the expenditure was £6,926,059, being £389,675, or nearly 6 
per cent., more than in 1909-10.

On the 31st December, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account 
was in credit to the amount of £1,793,927. 


Shipping.— During 1910, 64 more vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
250 more cleared therefrom, than in 1909. The total tonnage of vessels 
trading with the State was 12,540,940, namely, 6,296,610 entered, and 
6,244,330 cleared, steam vessels showing a considerable increase com- 
pared with 1909, while the tonnage of sailing vessels decreased. 

Oats Estimate, 1910-1911.—The probable results of the Oats Crop for the 
present season in the principal divisions of the State may be seen on 
reference to Table No. 56, the particulars being based on information 
supplied by farmers. 

It is estimated that the yield of grain will average 22-7 bushels per 
acre as compared with 24:1 bushels for the previous year and 19-2 
bushels for the last 10 years. The hay crop is expected to yield 220,000 
tons from 160,115 acres, or at an average of 1:37 tons per acre. 

Gold Produetion.—The gold yield during December was 11,965 oz. crude, 
equal to 10,555 oz. fine, valued at £44,836. During the year 1910 there 
has been a decrease in the gold produced of 15,495 ounces fine, and of 

'* £65,819 in value, as compared with the year 1909. 

The quantity of gold won up to the end of 1910 amounts to 13,652,716 
oz. fine, valued at £57,993,009. 

Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1910, the price of staple pro- 
ducts were only slightly in advance of those ruling in 1909, the average 
being less than 1} per cent. higher. They were, however, over 20 per cent. 
higher than in 1901. The index number for all articles was 1,205, for 
pastoral products, 1,214, and for minerals 1,111. Frozen mutton, tallow, 
skins and hides, and leather showed substantial increases in value, but 
wheat and flour were cheaper than in 1909. The price of tin increased 
almost continuously throughout the year, and, in December was higher 
than at any time since July, 1907. The pastoral products stand at 1,214 
as against 1,137 in 1909, and the minerals at 1,111 as against 1,066. 
The general index number for December was 1,215, being slightly higher 
than in November, and above that for the corresponding month of last 
year. 

Land Selections.—During December, 185 new settlers applied for 86,464 
acres; and 85,510 acres, representing 30 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. For the year 1910 the number of new settlers 
was 1,916, and the area applied for 1,072,379 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement during the year was 929,450 acres, 
representing 1,221 blocks. 

Meteorology.—During the month of December, the rainfall recorded in the 
eastern half of the State was, in most instances, well above the average, 
but the western stations were not so fortunate, the readings being 
generally below normal. 

The rainfall for the year was generally highly satisfactory, the records 
for the greater part of the State being either above or approaching very 
closely to the average. Over practically the whole of the “ wheat belt,” 
the stations along the Bogan River, and the Western and South-western 
Border the fall was, with few exceptions, in excess, and although the 
figures over large tracts of the Coast country were below normal the 
northern half of the North Coast, the greater part of the Metropolitan 
Catchment Area, and the Central districts of the South Coast were 
favoured with rain above the average.
